The McCusker Forgery Trial 


| Cut Short. 


Tho Case Dismissed, and Ten Days 


Allowed in Which to File a New 
Information — The Clayton 
White Habeas Corpus. 


The trial began yesterday in Department 
No. 6 of the Superior Court before Judge 
McKinley of James A. McCusker, charged 
with forgery. This is the case in which 
McCusker is alleged to have collected rebates 
on city taxes upon forged orders. The par- 

ticular case under which he was held to an- 
| swer is one in which he is accused of forg- 
ing an order in favor oft H. P. Gregory & 
Co. of this city for $32 rebate of city taxes, 
and payable to himself. The order was as 
follows: 


Deliver no goods without a written order. 
DECEMBER 15, 1889. 

City Auditor: Plgase deliver my peti- 
tion or demand for ate on city taxes for 
1889 to J. A. McCusker, having relinguished 
same to him, and 2 to account of 

H. P. Grecory & Co. 

It is charged that McCusker passed the 
order as genuine, with intent to cheat and 
defraud the city of Los Angeles. A 

The defendant is defended by Stephen 
M. White, Esq., and Messrs. del Vaile and 

Munday, and We prosecution is represented 
xy Messrs. McComas and Hardesty of the 
District Attorney’s office.

A Talk with Federal Secre- 
tary Murphy. 


— 


OUTLOOK FOR THE ‘TERRITORY. 


The General Condition of Affairs 
Very Favorable—Necessity for 
More Railroads—Mining and 
Timber Interests. 


Hon. N. O. Murphy, Federal Secretary of 
Arizona, was at the Nadeau yesterday on 
his way around from Northern Arizona to 
Pheevix. 

In an interview with a Times reporter 
Mr. Murphy said Arizona is now more gen- 
erally prosperous than ever before; the min- 
ing industry is thriving, a great deal of 
money is being invested in mines and in a 
capable way insuring a profitable outcome. 
He had just come through the mining sec- 
tions of Mojave and Yavapai counties, and 
a healthy business tone prevailed every- 
where. The proposed silver iegisiation by 
Congress, he thought, will induce greater 
production and cousequently greater pros- 
perity. The mining sections of the southern 

rt of the Territory are also 
ively and man new camps are 

ng started. t is thought that 
if the Silver Bill beeomes a law the 
mining — at Lombstone will resumo ita 
old-time activity. The cattie and agricul- 
tural interests were never more active. 

There has been something like a boom in 
cattle shipments from the northern part of 
the Territory lately, stimulated by the hich 

rice of beef, and grazers are consequently 

appy. It is estimated that 75,000 steers 
have been shipped from the three northern 
counties in the past few months. In agri- 
cultural products, fruit-raising, etc., Mr. 
Murphy said that the people expect to be a 
very lively competitor of Southern Califor- 
nia before long, both as to quantity and 
* 5 and there is no question but that 
Arizona fruit is earlier in market now. 
With increased transportation facilities, 
which are promised, the great valleys of the 
Sait River and Gila wili astonish the coun- 
try with the quantity and variety of their 
productions. reals of all kinds, grapes 
(especially ‘raisin grapes.) figs, orang 
pears, apricots, olives, lemons, ai. 

inds of vegetables, and even cotton, can be 
abundantly and profitably produced. 

“What about the proposed railroad north- 
ward, about which so much has been pub- 
lished, from Phoenix?” asked the reporter. 

“That will undoubtedly be constructed 
before long. We read all kinds of ramors 
in the papers, many of which are misiead- 
ing. veral railroad interests are now 
competing for the field, and it is by no 
means certain who will build. I doubt if 
the people care very much who constructs 
the road, providing a through line is built 
to the Atlantic and Pacific; they are tired of 
short branches. The Phoenix and Marico 
Railroad, a branch of the Southern Pacific, 
proposes to build north to the mountains 
at the county line, and asks as an induce- 
ment exemption from taxation for a term 
of years; while another company 222 
to build a through connecting line from the 
Atlantic and Pacific to Phoenix, and asks a 
subsidy from the county therefor in bonds. 
Competition is quite active, in my judgment 
insuring the road, which investigation has 
shown to be a necessity of the people.” 

“Why a necessity? Is not present 
road reasonable in its charges 

„Oh, yes; but in time, when production 
increases, there will not be sufficient market 
to the south and west, even if the Southern 
Pacific and Maricopa and Punx railroads 
transport the As ucts of the Salt River 
Valley for nothing. We cannot hope to 
compete far to the west with Southern Call- 
fornia, and we cannot go east beyond 
Paso without meeting the products of Kan- 
sas, brought in by competing rail 
for a market beyond rely local consum

_ PREMATURE BURIAL. 


The thought of the danger of prema- 
ture burial is one which must, at some 
time or other, have occurred to almost 
every intelligent person, causing à mo- 
mentary shudder at the bars idea of 
the possibility of such an awful fate. 
The subject is a gruesome one, but 
it is too serious a matter to be ignored 
because unpleasant. 

Are men and women frequently 
buried alive, and are our laws such as 
to permit of tco easy interments of 
persons supposed to be dead, but not 
dead at all? A number of prominent 
men in New York are about to organize 
a society for the purpose of studying 
these questions and of preventing 
premature burial. Inthe Commercial 
Bulletin of that city a physician says 
he has no doubt that many persons are 
buried alive every year, and tells how 
he would prevent it. He says: 

I would, in the first place, make it man- 
datory to have a thorough examination 
made of the body of every person supposed 
to be dead. This examination should, of 
course, be made by the physician and b 
means of the best known scientific app! 
ances, The examination should be made 
in accordance with a positive law, so that 
it would not be possible to evade it as some 
persons would be aptto try to do. There 
are aby number of tests that can be applied. 
—— of them are as old as civilization and 
older. 

Now the thing should be done in this way. 
In every case where a person dies or is sup- 

to have died, a competent physician 
should at once be called in. Noundertaker 
should be allowed to handle the body before 
this is done. The body should not be 
placed in an air-tight casket where life, if 
it de not extinct, is smothered out, nor 
should it be placed in an ice-box where it 
is frozen out. Such treatment of a bedy 
fore it has been 1 ex imined is 
not only barbarous but a utely crimiual. 
Neither should a body be embalmed. 

Now as to the tests. 1 should say that 
while they are many, the best way to deter- 
mine the absence of life would be to attach 
the muscles of the various parts of the body 
to an appliance connected with electric bat- 
terles, ao that the very slightest movement 
of the body would cause a bell to ring and 
thus occasion alarm. You know it isa very 
difficult thing to determine or —_ 
definitely just when the spark of life be. 
comes extinct. The matter has been much 
discussed, and again and again have valu- 
able prizes been offered for some means 
by which this important fact might 
definitely determined. However, the test 
as to whether there is life in the body that 
1 — is about as sure as avy that can 
named. 

This physician is of the opinion that 
the subject is a more important one 
than most persons imagine. There 
never was a time when catalepsy and 
similar complaints were more preva- 
lent than now. This is especially the 
case among women, particularly among 
young women. Young girls working 
in tactories and stores, where they are 
under a constant strain, mental and 
physical, who do not get sufficient ex- 
ercise or relaxation, and who in some 
cases are but illy nourished, are par- 
ticularly prone to fits, cataleptic and 
otherwise, and to fall into trances 
that to the layman appear to be death. 
Unaer the present system the relatives 
of these girls can bring in an under- 
taker, put the body in a casket or on 
the ice, before calling in a physician, 
and the result is that when the latter 
does come he can do nothing. 

This danger alone, even ifextremely 


remote, is a strong .argument in favor 
of cremation, and has doubtless in- 
fluenced many to favor that system. 
While, however, it-is pléasanter to be 
buried alive than to be burned alive, it 
would be better still to avoid both 
calamities, and to this end the society 
referred to will be able to do good 
work. It should receive the sanction 
and ald of legislative authority in its 
labors.

TO LIMIT DEBATE. 


How the Senate Majority Will Expe- 
dite Business. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.]

WASHINGTON, July 14.—[By the As- 
sociated I’ress.| Senator Frye today 
received a letter from Secretary 
Blaine, in which the latter calls atten- 
tion to the proscriptive duties imposed 
by Spain upon American flour enter- 
ing Cuba.

“This one-sided commmerce,” says 
Secretary Blaine, will seriously in- 
jure the shipping routes which are 
still in American hands largely, if not 
exclusively. _It would certainly be a 
very extraordinary policy on the part 
of our Government just at this time to 
open our market without charge of 
duty to the enormous crops of sugar 
raised in the two Spanish islands. 
Cuba and Porto Rico furnish the United 
States with nearly, or quite one half 
of the sugar we consume, and we area 
far larger consumer than any other 
nation in the world. To give a free mar- 
ket to this immense product of Span- 
ish plantations at the moment whe 
Spain is excluding the products 
American farms from her market 
would be a policy as unprecedented as 
it would be unwise. Our trade with 
the American republics as well as with 
the West India Isiands has been for 
many years in a most unsatisfactory 
condition. The aggregate balance of 
trade with all the tin-American 
nations is heavily against us. A single 
illustration will suffice: Since we 
repealed the duty on coffee in 1872 
we have imported products of Brazil 
to the extent of $831,806,000, and have 
sold her $165,135,000 of our own prod- 
ucts,a difference of $666,671,000, we 
have paid in gold or its equivalent, 
and Brazil has expended this vast sum 
in the markets of Europe.

MORTIMER PLANT ACQUITTED 


On the Charge of Cutting Off a 
Horse's Tall-More to Follow— 
A Running Race—A Batch 
of Brevities., 


— — 


The hearing of Mortimer Plant in 
the now celebrated horse-tail case was 
resumed yesterday morning in Judge 
Van Doren’s courtroom. Promptly at 
9 o’clock court convened in the pres- 
ence of a large, but not exactly ropre- 
sentative,” audience, The twelve jury- 
men looked a trifle more careworn than 
on Saturday, the result of too much 
Sabbath meditation on the case, and 
its weighty responsibilities. The 
youthful prisoner maintained his for- 
mer composure and took as little inter- 
est as ever in the proceedings. His 
mother and sister spent the day in the 
courtroom at his side. 

The prosecution concluded its testi- 
mony on Saturday. Yesterday the de- 
fense opened the interesting proceed- 
ings by entering an objection to the 
admission of the prisoner’s confession 
astestimony. Attorney Knight read ci- 
tations from decisions in homicide cases 
over in Texas, bearing specially on the 
matter of what constitutes a volun- 
tary confession, and the duties of the 
District Attorne thereto. 
Mr. McLachlan then is turn at 
citing from the California code, and 
after long and learned arguments on 
both sides, the objection was over- 
ruled and the testimony admitted as 
given by Mr. McLachlan on Saturday. 

Attorney Millay then moved that the 
action be dismissed on the ground of 
insufficient evidence. Mr. Millay ar- 
guedthat the sole evidence against 

the boy bad come from the vonfession 
of the defendant bimself. A case was 
cited in which a decision was made to 
the effect that a defendant cannot be 
convicted on his own evidence unless 


| circumstances show otherwise. The 


motion was denied. 

An intermission of five minutes fol- 
lowed to allow every one a ‘chance to 
cool off. 

Deputy Siater was the first witness 
for the defense. His testimony re- 
lated to the manner and time of the 
detendant’s arrest, and as to whether 
or not any threats or intimidation had 
been used prior to the boy’s confession. 

Marsha] McLean was called and cor- 
roborated his former testimony. He 
was subjected to a long examination 
as to where the be A. had been arrested, 
the distance of the prisoner’s home 
from the jail, the hour be was locked 
up, — hour and difference of time 
ela between the two confessions, 
an er equally important details. 
Upon being recalled to the stand the 
Marshal testified that he had nevér 
stated to the defendant prior to his 
confession that the horse-tail case had 
already been settled, and that if he 
told all he knew ubout it no trouble 
would follow. 

Mrs. Plant, the defenda nt’s. mother, 
and his uncle, J. M. Plant, were the 
remainin witnesses called. Mrs. 
Plant referred to the nature of her 
son’s services while in the employ of 
Mr. Rankine. Mr. Plant testitied that 
he had seen the horse the day after its 
tail had been cut off, and could not de- 
tect any difference from its former ap- 
pearance. 

The counsel for the defense then 
asked that the jury be allowed to in- 
spect the horse in ewe. which hap- 
pened to be hitched in front of the city 
hall. The desired permission was given 
and the tried and true dozen 

of men solemnly filed out of the court- 
room, and as solemnly inspected the 
caudal of a small bay horse 
hat seeme unconscious of the 
trouble he 4 caused. Adjournment 
followed until 1:30 o’clock. 

The afternoon was taken up by the 
arguments of the opposing counsel. 
Mr. McLachian waived his rights to 
open the case. Mr. Knight accordingly 
made the opening address for the de- 
fendant. Hesaid the offense was a 
trivial one, and urged that the boy’ 
prespects would be ruined and his 
whole life blasted by a conviction. He 

made a strong effort to impress the
